Cochrane 
Conservative 
Convention. 


The Cochrane Riding Conservative 
Convention was held on Wednesday and 
turned out to be the largest and most 
enthusiastic convention ever held in this 
riding. A large number of delegates 
were present from practically every part 
of the constituency. 


Dr. Park occupied the chair and re- 
marked that it augured well for the 
party’s prospects in the riding to have 
such a large attendance at their meeting 
that afternoon. He referred to the 
change made in the constituencies as 
being nothing short of a criminal pro- 
ceeding. The chief business before them 
was the selection of a candidate. They 
wanted a free and frank talk which would 
enable them to select a man who could 
carry the riding in their interests. 

Dr. Brett suggested that all present be 


allowed to act as delegates and s0 save} 


time in examining their credentials. 
This was agreed to, although in the 
nearly 75 people present there was 


naturally a much larger representation | 
of Cochrane people than there was from | 


the outlying parts. 
The chairman found it necessary to 
call attention tothe fact that they were 


holding a conservative convention and | 


thatthose not in sympathy with their 
party should not be present. Several 
Liberals who had just entered by the 
front immediately retired by the back 
door of the hall. 

J. Mewhort in a short address expres- 
sive of Crossfield’s feeling toward a farm- 
er candidate moyed the nomination of 
Mr. R. L. Boyle. 

D.G. Harvie seconded the nomination. 
He remarked that the farmer’s vote was 
to bea strong factor in deciding the 
election andas Mr. Boyle was so well and 
favgrably known: Meng farmers, in tbe 
new northern part of the constituency he 
had pleasure in seconding the nomination. 

Mr. Elliot nominated Dr. Brett and 
referred to his previous service. Their 
Present member had promised at the last 
election that they would have a $5000 
drill hall erected in Cochrane, now his 
electioneering promise to them was a new 
railway paralleling the C. P. R. line. 
This line he did not think was needed. 
What they wanted this time was a 
straight forward man, not one who 
would give them a lot of promises which 
would not be fulfilled. he 

Mr. Creighton seconded thinkag as he 
did that Dr. Brett could carry them to 
victory. 

Messrs Jas. 8S. Quigley, R. J. Nixon 
and others spoke on one side or the 
other. and then the candidates were 
called upon. 

Mr. R. L. Boyle considered that it was 
a great honor to have his name presented 
to that convention. They had come 
there to talk the matter over and he 
would not let his name stand for one 
moment if he did not know the feeling in 
Crossfield district. He was atthe parties 
service and reminded his hearers that he 
would work just as hard for Dr. Brett as 
he would for his own candidature, if the 
doctor was the choice of the convention, 

Dr. Brett gave an address of consider- 
able length dealing fully with the redis- 
tribution of seats and showing by means 
of a large map how the country had been 
cut up to suit party ends and make what 
was thought to be safe seats for liberal 
members. He also thought the gerry- 
mandering of the constituencies simply 
criminal. The north and south parts of 
the province were not evenly represented. 
The northern constituencies, outside of 
Edmonton and Strathcona, had an 
average of only 800 voters each, while the 
Rocky Mountain riding, as re-adjusted, 
had 2400 voters and had a territory ex- 
tending 190 miles south. It was redicu- 
lous that a candidate should have to 
pass through eight, other constituencies 
to enable him to get from one end to the 
other of his own. The elections had also 
been brought on with ridiculous haste. 
It showed that the Government meant to 
carry the province without giving time 
for consideration. The Doctor went on 
to deal with Mr. Fisher’s hot air railway 
line which should be constructed at once 
or have the charter withdrawn, Hail 
Insurance and other mattere were also 
dealt with. 

A vote of the delegates was taken and 
it was announced that Dr. Brett was at 
the head of the poll. 


On the motion of R. L. Boyle the 
nomination was made unanimous. 

Afterwards it was arranged to form a 
Cochrane Riding Conservative Associa- 
tion and the following office-bearers 
were elected :

Mr. Boyle created a strong and most 
favorable impressiom upon the conven- 
tion and made a host of friends. This 
should do him good service in the future 
and it is the belief of all who were pre- 
sent that Mr. Boyl. will ave a great 
political future in this provide. — 

Mr. Boyle would have withdrawn _ his 
name as candidate in favor of Dr. Brett 
but the delegates would not permit him 
to do so and it is a certainty that had 
Mr. Boyle been opposed by any other 
than the old Conservative statesman, Dr. 
Brett, that he would have been the 
choice of the convention, 

Mr. Boyle’s manly stand throughout 
the whole of the proceedings won him 
much praise and good will from those 
present. 


The Conservatives of Crossfield district, 
which has been taken out of the Gleichen 
constituency and put in the new con- 
stituency of Cochrane, held a meeting in 
the Oddfellows’ hall on Monday after- 
noon, for the purpose of reorganization, 
which was rendered necessary by the 
changes made by the redistribution bill. 
The meeting was an unusually large and 
representative one, being mostly com- 
nosed of farmers. 

H. Scholefield, who occupied the chair, 
briefly outlined the objects of the meet- 
ing. To discuss the political situation, 
to elect officers for the association, and 
to appoint delegates to the nomination 
convention at Cochrane. 

B. H. Armstrong was elected president, 
and D. A. MacCrimmon was elected 
secretary-treasurer. The feeling of the 
meeting was strongly in favor of opposing 
C. W. Fisher by bringing out a man 
from this side of the riding. 

R. L. Boyle, a well know farmer in 
this district, was unanimously endorsed 
by the meetmg, no other name being 
mentioned. The following delegates 


were appointed to support Mr. Boyle in 
the nominating convention ; B. H. Arm- 
strong, D. A. MacCrimmon, C. Calhoun, 
R. 8. Peacock, J. B. McLaren, H.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


To remove grease spots from: wall 
paper sprinkle baking soda over blot- 
ting paper, place over the spot and 
press a moderately warm iron against 
it for a few minutes.

Bags made of cheesecloth eight 
inches square filled with oatmeal, 
some powdered borax, pulverized cas- 
tile soap and a little powde orris 
root and used in the bath are delight- 
fully refreshing. 

Cold water should not be taken dur- 
ing any meal, This sudden deluge on 
the food in the stomach chills it and 
prevents the digestive juices from act- 
ing freely, thus letting the food lle 
passive and causing acute indigestion, 

Occasionally take the powder puff 
and clean it in. gasoline, frequently 
changing the gasoline to get the puff 
perfectly clean. Bear in mind that 
the puff gets as badly soiled as a towel 
or face cloth and should not be used 
long without being cleaned. 

The fashionable hairdressing of the 
season shows the hair parted in the 
front or a little at one side as consid- 
ered becoming. It is puffed at the side 
and taken back to the crown of the 
head or the nape of the neck, depend- 
ing upon the quantity of the hair. 

Under no circumstances rub soap 
into white hair, Put it into a warm 
or hot suds and use fresh water free- 
ly for rinsing and be liberal with soft, 
warm towels when drying. Avoid a 
yellow or green soap that contains al- 
kali and: makes the hair yellow. Use 
pure castile soap that has previously 
been reduced to a jelly in warm rain- 
water to which a little bay rum has 
been added. 

The eyebrows should receive as 
much attention as any other part of 
the body. With a little cold cream on 
the finger tips rub the eyebrows gen- 
tly, so as to remove any possible dan- 
druff, since they often have a little in 
them, Then Wash them with a solu- 
tion made of water and a little alco- 
hol. First brush them straight up 
toward the hair and then straight 
down, and the line will be thin and 
well shaped. If constantly treated in 
this manner the eyebrows will soon be 
a beautiful shape. The brushing up 
of the outward tip gives a coquettish 
expression to some faces. 


HOUSEWIFE SUGGESTIONS. 


Sweet apples will cook better and 
havea more delicious flavor if a little 
lemon juice or pure cider ene ig 
added. 

If lettuce is kept for several hours it 
should be laid on a wet towel and 
placed on the cellar floor or in the 
refrigerator. 

Unpainted wood will remain whiter 
if scrubbed with cold water and soap. 
Hot water and strong alkali will make 
the wood yellow. 

When washing pongee silk never 
wring it at all. Simply hang it on the 
line and let the water drip out. Iron 
with a warm iron when dry. 

If the sink pipe is clogged remove 
the strainer and insert the hose into it 
and turn the water on full force. In 
almost all cases it cleans the pipe. 

If porcelain vessels are placed direct- 
ly over the gas flame they will clean 
much better by rubbing lard over the 
outside of the pan before putting it 
over the flame. 

For “orange jelly in ambush” a well 
known cook directs one to cut oranges 
In half, remove the pulp and juice and 
with the juice prepare enough orange 
jelly to fill half the number of orange 
“cups.” Then fill the remaining pieces 
with a charlotte russe mixture. When 
both are firm put them together in 
pairs and tie together with white baby 
ribbon.

Brome grass has proven a blessing | 
to the prairie section of Western Can-| 
ada because of its adaptability to the! 
soil and climate. It is a persistent 
grower, in fact too persistent in some 
places, and its eradication has be- 
come more or less of a problem. It 
has proved itself to be exceedingly 
valuable as a permanent pasture 
grass especially in dry localities, but 
the strong and extensive root system 
—penetrating five feet into the soil 
and extending laterally by root 
stocks, as does perennial sow thistle— 
which gives it its drouth-resisting 
qualities, make it a difficult grass to 
eradicate. At the Lacombe Experi- 
mental farm in North Alberta the 
superintendent is trying different 
depths and times of ploughing and 
various methods of cultivation with a 
view to locating its most vulnerable 
point. The grass is so valuable—being 
superior to timothy in every way but 
this one—that if a sure means of kill- 
ing it when required can be found it 
will become a prime favorite with 
stocking growing farmers.

A WORKER IN GLASS. 


Miss Mary Tillinghast, the Most Fa- 
mous Artist In Her Line 

At a well known art gallery on Fifth 
avenue, New York city, there is on 
exhibition a stained glass window the 
subject of which iy the “Revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes." This ex- 
quisite picture in glass is the work of 
Miss Mary Tillinghast and~“is to be 
presented at an early date to the New 
York Historical society by Mrs. Rus- 
sell Sage. 

Miss Tillinghast is the most famous 
woman worker in stained glass in the 
world. She was a pupil of John La 
Farge and of Carolus Duran and has 
lived and studied abroad the greater 
part of her fife, With all her genius 
and reputation in the art world, this 
little weman is modest and retiring 
and almost shy when induced to talk 
about her work. In an interview at the 
gallery recently Miss Tillinghast said 
that the window, which is unusually 
large and contains a number of fig- 
ures, tock a year to execute and that 


‘the subject had been treated after the 


celebrated picture at Fontainebleau 
depicting the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, before which canvas she 
had spent many inspiring weeks. 

When asked about the mechanical 
end of her work she smiled and an- 
swered: “Why, that is the simplest 
part of it all. Of course you know,” 
the artist continued, “the subject is 
usually suggested to me by the person 
giving the commission, and that these 
glass effects are made for a specific 
purpose and place makes the work 
easier. The subject matter settled, 
the next step is to get my inspiration. 
If the theme is allegorical I read, 
fream and make sketches of my fan- 
cies until they materialize into some- 
thing workable. Should the theme be 
historical 1 haunt, as in the present 
instance, the country that gave rise to 
the scene. ; 

“Then I make a rough draft and 
afterward work out the picture with 
living models. Another sketch is made 
from this and the lead lines, a most 
{important part of the scheme, put in. 
Under my direction the dyes are made 
and the glass cut and put together by 
skilled workmen.” 

In reply to the statement that a 
worker in stained glass had to be not 
only an artist, but a special colorist, 
architect and mathematician, Miss Til- 
linghast pointed’ to a small “e” in the 
word “edict” and said, “Well, there 
are four sections in that fifth letter of 
the alphabet.” Which clinched the 
matter of the exact science conclusive- 


ly.
